high flavor and aroma. 
It is a late 
keeper even in common storage. 
The chief advantage of this 
new 
variety, of course, is its late bloom­ 
ing habit which makes it a sure crop­ 
per. 
To develop late blooming sorts 
th at would avoid frost was one 
of 
the main purposes of the cross polli­ 
nation experiments which were 
be­ 
gun by the Station 
about 
fourteen 
years ago. 
In this work more than 
300 new sorts of apples have 
been 
prdouced but only those that are dis­ 
tinctly superior to established varie­ 
ties will be propagated foi more ex­ 
tensive trial.
